Shoaling conditions increase the potential for a
boat to capsize or run aground. The channels
are subject to continual changes. Be mindful
of tidal currents; you may be able to transit the
inlet on a flood tide, but may face dangerous
breaking bar conditions on an ebb tide. En-
trance buoys are not charted because they are
frequently shifted in position. Passage through
the inlets is not recommended without local
knowledge of all hazardous conditions affect-
ing the areas. The Coast Guard is unable to
mark entrances once shoaling restricts move-
ment of our vessels.
